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Ac Immigrants' Home Wanted 


One of ths urgent wautu oi Sau Fran- 


cisco is au Immigrants' Home, a large 
building, or collection of buildiugs, 
where imitigrunts can lire for several 
weeks after their arrival here, with little 
or no eipeuse. It should be provided 
with bunks, facilities for washing aud 
cookiug, and separate apartments for 
uienand women, »ud should also have an 
office or offices to supply information and 
employment. There are supk establiali- 
ments'at uiauy places east of the Eocky 
Mountains, and the time has come when 
one is needed in this city. And the need 
irill increase every year. It is not too 
soon now to commence. 
San Fruucisco 


is the great city of the Pacific Slope, the 
terminus of all the steamer and railroad 
lines, the stopping place and the pre- 
ferred home of nearly all the adventur- 
ers who come to our side of the conti- 
nent. Most of them are poor, many very 
poor, and it is Lard upon them and in- 
jnrions to ourselves, to leave them with- 
out the help which could be afforded at 
a modei-ate expense by such an institu- 
tion. 


The benefits would accrue not to the 


immigrants alone, nor even chit-fly, but 
to the State, which would gain thousands 
of permanent settlers, who otherwibe 
would not come or would not remain. 
Tha Home would enable all to save 
money of great valne to new comers in 
getting their start; it would assist mauy 
to establish themselves so that they 
would soon write to their relatives 011 
tha Atlantic Slope, or in Europe, to join 
them; it would encourage others, hear- 
ing of its shelter, to coine. 


The great need of the State is people. 


It is as large, as fertile and rich as Italy, 
which has '25,000,000 inhabitants, or 
nearly forty times as many as Califor- 
nia. Bat the industry of the State is 
peculiar in many respects; there is a 
tack, in many places, of cheap access to 
th« market; much of the dry laud 
needs irrigation, and 
much of 
our 


swamp requires reclamation, aud the 
country does not offer such opportuni- 
ties for every settler as Illinois did 
thirty years ago. Though the soil is 
rich, a crop is not to be obtained with a 
certainty by merely plowing and sowing. 
Settlement cannot advance with such 
speed as it did in the Mississippi valley. 
The immigrauts cannot squnt down on 
Government land anywhere and make a 
living. They need information and at- 
tention, encouragement aud aid. It is 
the interest of thos>e already here that 
more should come, that the waste lands 
should be tilled, that the resources of 
the coast from the Gila to I'uget Sound, 
should to developed: and they cau 
afford to contribute for the purpose of 
providing an Immigrant's Home. If the 
proper persons will take hold of the en- 
terprise, liberal subscriptions can, we be- 
lieve, be got sufficient to establish and 
keep such an institution. — Alia. 


Beecher's Memory. 


On his eross-exanuaation by Fullerton, 


the pastor of Plymouth evinced a roost 
amazing atrophy of the mnemonic pow- 
ers. It is not uncommon for men of his 
age to exhibit signs of faili ag memory. 
But what is remarkable in this case is 
the circumstance that while the defend- 
ant's reflection is prompt and clear in 
regard to all matters in respect to which 
a positive answer in his own favor is un- 
attended by the risk of contradiction, it 
utterly Jails hi ui when pressed with in- 
terrogatories of a different class. He 
did not remember what meaning he at- 
tached to certain language in his own 
letters at the time he wrote them.

Morse' 3 letters at the time he re- 
ceived them. His memory was very 
poor in regard to a certain class of dates, 
and as clear as crystal in regard te cer- 
tain other classes. He had kissed Mrs. 
Xiltou frequently, but did not remember 
whether he had ever done eo in the pres- 
ence of the servants or the children. 
He had ridden out with her ; but he could 
not say whether they had ever ridden out 
in a clow carriage.

Btete at what livery stable the carriages 
had been obtained, nor who had driven 
them, nor whether on the occasion of 
thet» drives they had ever stopped any- 
where. He had received mauy letters 
and notes from Mrs. Til ton, but had pre- 
served none of them. He did not know 
what had become of them. He had ob- 
served Mrs. Tilton's cheek "flash with 
pleasure' ' on the occasions of bis pas- 
toral visits, and considered it "all right 
and proper," etc. The cross-examina- 
tion is Being conducted with singular 
ability, and thus far it has been terribly 
searching.
